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Former Rose Seaton property to reopen 
as Montessori-style preschool

The former Rose Seaton 
Public School property, which 
has stood empty since the 
building closed in lune 2013, 
is buzzingwith activity again. 

Two Chinese-based corpo¬ 
rations, Beijing Boyuan Edu¬ 
cation and the 91 Brothers 
Education Enterprises Ltd., 
have leased the Emerick Ave¬ 
nue property from the Nia¬ 
gara Peninsula Housing Cor¬ 
poration (NPHC) and plan to 


breathe new life into the build¬ 
ing by operating the facility as a 
Montessori-style preschool for 
overseas students. 

Representatives responsible 
for the project, and members 
oflbwn staff toured the site last 
Thursday to view the changes 
inside the re-purposed school. 

Yajia Wang, project man¬ 
ager, said Niagara Falls School, 
named after the tourist desti¬ 
nation, will have about 20 to 
30 students to start 
The name of the school 
was selected, Wang said, 


because Niagara Falls, both 
the city and the water fea¬ 
ture, is well known in China. 

Although the first day of 
school has yet to be deter¬ 
mined, Wang said the goal is 
to see the school grow to enroll 
100 students and include 
after-school programs such as 
dance, music lessons, sports, 
martial arts, and pottery art as 
well as summer camps. 

leff Andrews, director of 
corporate affairs, said the 
NPHC purchased the prop¬ 
erty about one year ago with 


the intention of redeveloping 
it into living space. 

As part of the $11 million 
renovation project, Andrews 
said 13 apartment suites have 
been constructed on the sec¬ 
ond floor of the building 
where Chinese families will 
live while their children attend 
classes on the first floor. 

Andrews said Beijing Boy¬ 
uan Education and the 91 
Brothers approached NPHC 
to inquire whether or not the 
building could beusedasboth 
a residence and a school. 


“The school was already 
zoned to handle both func¬ 
tions and it all fell into place,” 
Andrews said. 

“Initially, they will be bring¬ 
ing about 20 to 30 families 
over from China," he added. 

Plans also call for the 
development of 48 additional 
two and three-bedroom 
units to be constructed at the 
back of the school where the 
playground currently stands. 
A new entrance from Phipps 
Street will also be added 
at the back of the school to 


accommodate extra traffic. 

Wang said the school 
will employ its own teach¬ 
ers from China, but a local 
principal and a few English 
teachers will be hired. 

According to Wang, Fort 
Erie was the perfect place to 
open the school. 

"We want children to expe¬ 
rience real life in different 
cultures. We looked at many 
places and selected Fort Erie. 
It is a very beautiful place.”

A woman caughtwalking across 
the train tracks on the Whirlpool 
Bridge has pleaded guilty in a Buf¬ 
falo, N.Y., courtroom to attempting 
to enter the U.S. illegally. 

Marta Sawicka, 35, a Canadian 
resident, was sentenced to time 
served after she was convicted of 
attempting to enter the U.S. at a 
time or place other than as desig¬ 
nated by immigration officers. 


According to assistant U.S. Attor¬ 
ney Aaron Mango, Sawicka walked 
across the upper level of the bridge 
at about 2:30 a.m. on July 18. 

The upper level is designated 
solely for railroad traffic and is 
clearly marked with signs as a 


arrested. Sawicka was finger¬ 
printed, which revealed her 
prior immigration history. 

In February 2016, she attempted 
to enter the U.S. in Vermont but 
was stopped by Customs and Bor¬ 
der Protection officers. 

At that time, she was banned 
from entering the U.S. for five

Pokemon Go is a unique game that gets kids active 


P okemon are everywhere, thanks to 
a new app called Pokemon Go. 

The game, released by Niantec, had 
reached the status of cultural phenomenon 
in just over a week, well before it was even 
officially released in Canada. It's unclear 
how many Canadians were playing the 
game before its official Canadian release as 
websites around the internet were happy 
to give us access to the game even if the 
developers weren't ready for it. It was so 
popular that Niantec’s servers crashed an 
hour after the game's official release. 

Pokemon Go is fun. It’s getting people 
outside. It has its detractors, like anything, 
but the positives outweigh the negatives. 

Fans of the original Pokemon games 
will like it, as will fans of the newer games. 
It’s a game that brings people together, 
opens up conversations, even if it is “Hey, 
are you playing Pokemon, too?” 

It’s more than just a game that gets people 
off the couch. Video games are a social 
connector, regardless of any dated stereotypes 
that might still exist about the lonely basement 
dwelling gamer, an unfair characterization 
of those who simply enjoy video games over 
sports other outdoor activities. 

Games of every type develop social skills 
as well as critical and strategic thinking 
skills and offer the same sort of cognitive 
strengthening that puzzles and word 
problems can. Being goal oriented as well 
as requiring patience and development, 
Pokemon Go builds on skills we all use in a 
mainstream and accessible way. 

Some may think it's childish, but the 
demographics don’t lie. With almost 10 
million daily active users, Pokemon Go is 
not played by just children; adults have 
been getting in on the fun, too. 

Like Pokemon, the longest lasting 
video games are ones that can be played 
together, allow people to share and 
co-play in the same space. Video games 
are as interactive as any games; just take 
the uptick in board, card, and role playing 


games as well. These all mostly, require 
groups of friends to get together in a real 
or digital space. 

Pokemon Go’s premise takes the 
existing game and makes us explore 
our own neighbourhood through GPS 
technology. As our parents always say, 
"fresh air is good for you.” 

One of the game’s features, eggs, allow 
the players to incubate and hatch their 
eggs by walking either two, five, or ten 
kilometers. It’s necessary to walk this 
distance for your egg to hatch—driving 
doesn’t count—and when it does hatch 
you're rewarded with a Pokemon. The 
higher distance eggs often reward rare 
Pokemon that can’t be caught in the wild 
around your neighbourhood.. 

Small businesses have even benefitted 
from the phenomenon. The game 
has created “Pokestops” from local 
landmarks; sometimes stores, churches, 
government buildings. Anyone who plays 
the game can place a “lure” on one of 
these stops that attract the rarer creatures 
in the game, and some savvy small- 
business owners have purchased lures (at 
the cost of about $1.50) and even given 
discounts to Pokemon players on coffees, 
drinks or other local delights. 

There are more benefits to escapist 
games like Pokemon Go, and as the game 
develops there will likely be more unique 
things to come. It’s always best to be 
cautious with exploratory games. 

The game warns you on it’s loading 
screen, “Stay aware of your surroundings.” 
Watch where you’re walking, avoid private 
property and areas that seem unsafe. 

In Niagara there’s been instances of 
Pokestops underneath bridges which 
have had to be reported and removed 
for safety. Play with a friend or in groups 
instead of playing alone if you feel unsafe. 
Have fun, but always keep safety top of 
mind, it’s more important than catching 
them all.

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Central Avenue Bridge slides into home base

An innovative technique 
was used to slide the newly 
constructed Central Avenue 
Bridge into place last week. 

Jason Marr, Niagara 
Region’s senior transporta¬ 
tion project engineer, said 
Fort Erie’s iconic bridge “pro¬ 
vides a critical link from the 
east to the west” of the town, 
which is why staff chose 
to use a rapid bridge tech¬ 
nique to reconstruct the new 

The technique, which has 
rarely been done before in 
Niagara, helps to minimize 
traffic disruption. 

“The idea is that we build 
the new bridge adjacent to 
the old structure on tempo¬ 
rary supports and then over 
a short duration of closure, 
about four weeks, the bridge 
gets jacked into place,” he 

“The horizontal force 

is about 85,000 pounds or 
about 40 tonnes. The new 
bridge is sitting on a roller 
system, and through hydrau¬ 
lic jacks, which are hooked 
up and synced together, the 
bridge is rolled into place."

It’s a bandwagon — filled 
with pocket monsters — that 
Terry Fowler was happy to 

)U The°owner of Fight Fit in 
St. Catharines is embracing 
the Pokemon Go craze that 
has taken the world by storm 
and is hoping it will yield him 
clients along the way. 

Fowler has been dropping 
digital lures daily at his lames 
Street boxing fitness gym, a 
practice that has drawn some 
new faces through the doors. 


Lures are used to attract 

sters, to a certain area in the 
location-based augmented 
reality game, which uses 
a phone’s GPS to track the 
movement of players as they 
hunt for rare finds. 

Players, known as trainers, 
physically wander in search 
of the creatures, using the 

spot them in the wild. 

As the goal of the mobile 
game is to “catch 'em all,’’ with 
hundreds of monsters up for 
grabs, having a lure in place 
is enticing for trainers, who 


show up ready to collect. 

When the world first went 
mad for Pokemon Go earlier 
this month, Fowler knew there 
was an opportunity to use the 
game to have some fun and 
stir up some new business.

to capture and battle their 
monsters, right next door to 
the gym. 

He's received plenty of pos¬ 
itive feedback about his Poke¬ 
mon promotions, including 
a sign put out in front of the 
business Friday that read: 
What’s your Pikachu? 

Pikachu, a small yellow 
rodent creature, is perhaps 
the most well known of the 
Pokemon from the original 
‘90s franchise. 

While Fowler serves a 
broad demographic at the 
gym, it's a way for him to 
appeal to the younger gener¬ 
ation and to welcome them 
in for a peek — or two.

St. George students win 
chance to chat with 
South Sudan advocate 


Speaking to Salva Dut was a 
once-in-a-life-time opportunity 
for the Grade 6 class at St George 
Catholic Elementary School in 
Crystal Beach last month. 

The class won third place in 
the Iron Giraffe Challenge, and 
were given the chance to chat 
with Dut via Skype for about a 
half an hour. 

Water For South Sudan, a 
non-profit organization that was 
created by Dut, issued the chal¬ 
lenge to schoolchildren around 
the world to help the children of 
South Sudan. 

The organization, based in 
Rochester. N.Y.. helps drill wells 
in South Sudan so the people 
who live there can have access 
to clean and safe drinking 

The money the St. George stu¬ 
dents collected was put toward 
the purchase of a drilling rig, 


also known as an Iron Giraffe, 
which costs about $500,000. 

Prior to the meeting, Grade 6 
teacher Tara Lamorie said the 
students organized a time line 
of Dut’s history and used it to 
create a list of questions for Dut 

ica, life in Sudan, and the impor¬ 
tance of having access to safe 
drinking water. 

The class first learned about 
Dut and they were moved 
to help the children living in 
Sudan when they read about 
him in a book, A Long Walk to 
Water, written by Linda Sue 
Park 

Dut was a young boy that lived 
in Sudan in 1985 during a period 
of civil unrest. 

He became one of thousands 
of children, mostly boys who 
became known as “The Lost 
Boys of Sudan,” that fled through 


war-tom desert to find safety. 

He went to Ethiopia first, 
and then led 1,500 “Lost Boys” 
through the Sudan desert to a 
refugee camp in Kenya. 

Dut cam to live in the U.S. in 
1996, and in 2003, he founded 
Water for South Sudan. 

South Sudan, which received 
its independence in 2011 and 
is the world’s newest country, 
has seen a significant amount 
of development in the last few 

The students said they learned 
much of South Sudan’s rural 
areas still lack basic infrastmc- 

basic sanitation. 

Many of the country’s wells 
are in rural areas where there 
is no electricity and people are 
unable to travel to for half of the 
year due to the country’s rainy

“Our staff are quite excited 
about it but we haven’t seen 
a lot of foot traffic from other 
visitors,” manager Clark Ber- 
nat said.

Niagara Regional Police 
put out their own Pokemon 
postings on social media last 
Thursday, reminding players 
that the game is no excuse to 
break the law. 

The playful post urged 
people not to trespass or 
damage property, because it 
makes poor Pikachu sad. 

It was prompted by an 
incident in Welland last week 
that may have been related 
to the game, though that has 
not been confirmed, Const. 
Phil Gavin said. 

Police investigated a pos¬ 
sible trespass, where a back 
fence at a residence had 
been opened and it looked 


as though the home's soffit 
had been leaned on, he said. 
A neighbour had witnessed 
people nearby staring at their 
phones. 

“Is it related? We can’t say 
that 100 per cent, but what 
we can do is encourage peo¬ 
ple to not trespass, which I 
think is a big one on this. If 
you see one of those little 
characters and you want to 

passing situation.” 

The Pikachu post, as of last 
Friday morning, had reached 
more than 40,000 people on 
Facebook alone, having been 
shared 500 times and receiv¬ 
ing more than 700 reactions. 

“This is getting about the 
same attention as a high-pri¬ 
ority missing person’s case,” 


Gavin said, adding those 
are typically the posts that 
receive the most community 
engagement. 

“But if this gets somebody 
thinking a little bit about safety 
and playing the game without 
trespassing, then we’ve done 
what we set out to do.” 

There are also safety con¬ 
cerns with people walking 
around with their phones in 
front of their faces, Gavin said, 
reminding people to remain 
alert while on foot and to not 
use the game while driving a 
car or riding a bike. 

“We ask that people be 
aware of their surroundings, 
have fun but be safe. Play 
within the rules of the law.”
